Th re are about 800 men who 
come hero every spvmg gold hunting 
ilong the straits and in ihe fall they come 
into lawn and blow all their earnings in. 
Tbe right kind of a man can make m >uey 
here if he is willing to woik and be a 
little prudent.

On b >th tides of tbe straits up and down 
for miles the laud is taken up m sheep 
farms, some of them having over one 
hundred thousand head, aud bel«w here 
un our way out they tell us we can shoot 
all the wild cattle we waul.
